They contend that if a 
majority of eaeh branch do not ‘“‘so de- 
clare,” and no declaration is made at 
all, Mr. Brown’ stands approved, and 
will be entitled to draw his salary from 
the date he was removed from office 
until hig term expired. 

In the meanwhile the dear people are 
anxious to find out what was in that “‘un- 
opened detter.”’

The report of Representative L. R. 
Massengale, of Warren. was the first to 
make the committee sit up and take 
notice. He deciared that Deputy Ward- 
en M. ©. Maxwell did not show the 
moral uplift in regard to the convicts 
and thad cursed a convict in the pres- 
ence of a legislator in a manner to de- 
@mrade even a hardened convict. He said 
the men were dissatisfied and were 
forced to wash their clothes on Sunday. 

The report of the Fulton coumty camp 
was missing, and there was complaint 
from the Chattahoochee Brick Company 
camp. near Atlanta, on account of ex- 
cessive labor. The reports on the Bibb 
and Chatham county camps, and those 
around Valdosta were missing, too. 

It was voted that all chairmen of swb- 
committees should be asked to appear 
before the committee during the day and 
all members of the committee making 
adverse reports on the camps visited. 

Chairman Felder added: ‘‘We expect to 
have the keeper of the state reformatory 
um here. as jt is generally conceded it 
is not operated according to law. 

“It is the intention of the chair to 
push this investigation as rapidly as pos- 
sible and we will meet Wednesday at 3 
Pr. m. to interrogate the legislators and 
decide then when to meet again.’

WOMAN REVEALS THE PLOT 


Two Arrests Have Already Been 
Made—Miss MacCurlan’s Ver- 
sion of Plot Against 


Gould, 


New York, July 2!1.—A story which 
the police belleve will upon ‘investiga- 
tion re@eal a widespread plot against 
Frank J. Gould, the millionaire, already 
has regulted in three arrests. Those 
taken into custody were Mrs. Ben Teal, 
the wife of.a well-known stage man- 
ager; Henry S. Mously, a private de- 
tective, and Mrs. Julia Fleming, a 
steamstress. 

To Tell About Gould and Actress. 

The examination of the prisoners to- 
day was a perfunctory one, the au- 
thorities desiring further time to delve 
into the amazing story of Mabel D. 
MacCauslan, a young woman from St. 
Paul, Minn... who voluntarily gave to 
the district attorney the information 
Which led to the arrests. It is alleged 
that certain persons conspired to have 
Miss MacCauslan testify at the trial of 
Mrs. Gould's suit for divorce that Gould 
had been intimate with an actress. 

Miss MacCauslan's affidavit, which 
was made public late this afternoon, 
declares that Mrs. Teal, in the presence 
of Mrs. Fleming. offered her $1,000 and 
a monthly allowance in the future if 
She would sign an affidavit declaring 
that she had seen Mr. Gould in com- 
pany with Miss Devoe, an actress, in 
Mrs, Teal’s apartment. She declares 
that the affidavit was to have been 
given to a detective emploged by Mrs. 
Gould's attorneys. Miss MacCauslany 
adds in her affidavit that it was not 
true that she ever saw Mr. Gould with 
Miss Devoe in the Teal angrtment. 

Mrs. Teal, Mrs. Fleming and Detec- 
tive Mously were held in $5,000 bail for 
further examination.

Georgia cannot afford to suffer continuance of the burden which these 
unrighteous garnishment laws put upon her industry and her prosperity. 

It must not be forgotten that but a few months ago something like a 
million dollars in railroad bank deposits—those of one road alone—were 
driven from this state because of laws which permit the almost interminable 
legal tying up of these funds upon the slimest foundation of an insignificant 
claim. [ 

Even the “reform” railroad commission stood aghast at the power of 
corporate oppression which.these laws foster. 

The Georgia Bar Association, through some of its ablest talent, has pre- 
pared measures which will so amend and revise these garnishment laws as, 
to remedy the evil and shear them of a power which still further threatens 
the state’s industrial prosperity. 

But, so far, these measures have not passed either house. That they will 
come back to the house of representatives with a favorable committee report 
we cannot question; that leaves the main work still to follow.

Gradually, thanks to the occasional elucidation of the courts, we are get- 
ting nearer to the proper conception of a trust. 

The most recent light turned on the question is found in the decision of 
a St. Louis judge, who holds that a combination formed to control prices by 
all the steam laundries of that city, is not a trust, because it does not take in 
the washerwomen. . , 

In other words, as long as there are washerwomen and home laundries 
to compete with the concerns that do washing by steam, it is impossible for 
the latter to form any sort of a combination that can, within the meaning of 
opposing laws, be denominated a trust. ; 

This materially clears the skies. Our impressions as to the qualifications 
of a trust have been altogether too vague and indeterminate. But we are 
being enlightened. 

We may take it from the St. Louis judge’s view that there can be no 
beef trust while we are at liberty to fatten and slaughter the last old home- | 
raised steer; that existence of an oil trust is {llogical and absurd while the 
gas meter works and sperm candles may be had at two for five. 

“Steam laundrying is only a method of washing,” says the St. Louis 
court, “and, as there are other methods, the steam laundry companies are

Confederate Pension 

Editor Constitution: The critics and 

the guessers are wondering where ane 
when pension payments will end. 

In justice to the soldiers, the public, 
and to the state, it should be said that 
Georgia has never failed in her duty to 
the confederate soldier. I have kept in 
close touch with this matter, and wish 
to suggest one idea that I would like to 
have accorded fair consideration. 

These men are growing old and feeble. 
and will soon cross aver to the other 
side. I am adjutant of one of the five 
livest and most active camps. of the 
state, Camp W. H. T. Walker, No. 925, 
and ‘have been for the past seven 
years. 

I have carefully gone over 
129 men, and find that 
age is 69 !|-2 years. I have lost 46 men 
in six years. The last one died at the 
age of 104 years, 

If each adjutant general in the state 
would report each year the mortality 
list of his camp to our worthy pension 
commissioner, there would be no uncer- 
tainty as to why Tom or John did not 
come in for his pension. 

Now, Georgia thas paid to her soldiers 
since 1878 up to 1907, $10,273,326. Now 
add for 1907, $850,000; for 1908, $950.- 
000; grand total approximately $12,- 
173,326. Now, something else is look- 
ing us in the face. We have given to 
negro education up to date $10,880,000. 
This is very nearly correct. There is 
not much difference in the two rolls. 

Some of the old boys entered the field 
for their country long before the con- 
flict of the 60's. Some of them were at 
Chepultapec and Cherubusco, and some 
of them later on were at Santiago. They 
will soon pass away, and in the mean- 
time they have a claim upon the gen- 
erosity of the state.

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TRIBUTE TO LONGSTREET 


PAID BY-LUCIAN KNIGHT: 


A large crowd was at the Grand last 
evening to hear the address by Lucian 
L. Knight on Longstreet. The address 
was the same as that delivered at the 
University of Georgia commencement 
by Mr. Knight, and was reproduced 
here at the request of the Police Relief 
Association, for which the occasion was 
a benefit. 

Recorder Nash Broyles presented 
Clark Howell to the audience, and Mr. 
Howell introduced the speaker of the 
evening. Mr. Knight was given an 
unusually cordia] reception, ang his 
plea for a just recognition of the great 
services rendered by the illustrious 
Longstreet brought out continued ap- 
plause. 

In introducing Mr Knight, Clark 
Howell paid tribute to the good work 
of the Atlanta Police Relief Association 
and congratulated the audience that it 
had opportunity not only to contribute 
to its beneficent work, but at the same 
tyne to hear a masterpiece of oratory 
from an Atlanta boy whose fame had 
long ago crossed the borders of the 
state. (Applause.) 

“The thing that struck me most 
forcibly about this address when I 
heard it at the university commence-‘ 
ment in Athens,”’ said Mr. Howell, “was 
the fact that it showed, both in de- 
livery and reception, that intolerance 
of the honest thought and action of 
others is a thing of the past in the 
south. 

“The flery furnace of war and the 
dread days of reconstruction forced a 
condition which preveyted latitude of 
thought Or expression in those days. 
Men moved itn the mass, because they 
thought it dangerous to separate. 
Those whose conscientious opinion had 
them to differ with the majority paid 
the penalty of their conviction—some 
willingly, others with heavy hearts. 
Bore Burden Without Complaint. 


“How Longstreet must have suffered 
all these years, we do not know—but 
we do know that, whie standing in the 
shadow, of the valley of sorrow. dur- 
ing all this time he bore his burden 
without complaint, and rested content 
in the confident assurance that his 
honor and his good name were beyond 
successful attack. 

“And today, as Mr. Knight will tell 
you, the shattereq remnants of his 
legions bear testimony to the fact that 
the intolerance of yesterday is repaid 
a thousand-fod in the universa trib- 
ute to the Man of Iron who on a hun- 
dred bloody fields dared death for his 
country, and the fame of whose mili- 
tary gory shone respendent even in 
the tenrporary eclipse of political vicis- 
situde. (Applause.) 

“The south of today igs more tolerant 
than ever. It is doing its own think- 
ing. In politics or religion, a man can 
be his own mental master, without ex- 
cuse or apology; that means freedom— 
and the kind of freedom that is best 
for us all. And that is what I mean 
when I say that Mr. Knight's admirable 
address is not a plea for tolerance, but 
an eloquent tribute to the fact that the 
era of free and independent thought is 
here, ang that, however much we may 
differ, we are no longer intolerant 
where honesty of motive is conceded.”’ 

Mr. Kunight’s Address. 


In acknowledging the infroduction, 
Mr. Knight stated that he bad been 
something of a travéler, but that he had 
come back home with the abiding con- 
Viction that the best people upon God's 
Breen footstool were the people who 
lived on the foothills of the Blue Ridge. 
“I am glad of fhe privilege,” said he, 
“of speaking for these men, whose serv-’‘’ 
ices are too lightly appreciated by the 
great masses of the people, whose cour- 
age Shrinks from no danger and balks 
at no sacrifice, whose eyes are the 
sentinels upon the outer walls and 
whose bosoms are the bulwarks of the 
sleeping citadel. I am glad to be assur- 
ed of the presence of the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, which is now en- 
gaged tn cleansing the Augean stables 
of the convict lease system; and 1 can 
tell vou that, after having breat'ned for 
more than two years the atmosphere ot 
California sacs and graft, it i8 ver- 
tainly refres to come back once 
more to the crystal mountain springs of 
old democracy, and to be permitted to- 
night in this distinguished presence to 
inhale the pure ozone of Georgia  pol- 
itics.’’

Knight began his lecture by 


his audience back to the last 
of war on the Rappahannock.

Said he: 

“On the eve of Appomattox, the last 
council of war brought to the camp fire 
of Lee two matchiess Georgians. The 
younger, upon his cheek bone, displayed 
the leaden autograph of Sharpsburg. 
The elder, upon his neck and shoulder, 
bore the scars of the Wilderness and, 
on his thigh, the wounds of Chapulta- 
pec. Both trusted lieutenants of the 
great Lee, they had fought upon an 
hundred fields of battle; and, like the 
undaunted Henry of Navarre, they had 
lifted the chivalric pleme in the thick- 
est of the fight. Together they had 
ridden upon the plains of Manassas. 
Together they had faced the fires of 
Chickamauga; and together, on the 
morrow, they were both to clutch the 
drooping colors, and to lead the war- 
worn legions to the last charge.” 

“But, in more than one sad sense. 
they had come to the parting of the 
ways. No more were they to march in 
ranks abreast, to the beating of the 
drums. It was the strange caprice of 
fate that, equally courageous, equally 
honest, they were henceforth to move 
toward points directly opposite. Yet, to 
each of them, with prophetic symbol- 
ism, the crackling fagots supplied a 
torch. 

“For the one, it was to light’ the 
lamps upon the beacon hills. For the 
other, it was to kindle the Chaldean 
furnace in which a prophet of the exile 
was to suffer. But, it of the one it may 
be said that the white light of distinc- 
tion revealed no blot upon his bright 
escutcheon, of the other it may be af- 
firmed that the burning ordeal left no 
smell of fire upon his garments. Thirty- 
nine years went by; and, when the 
earth wasS about to begin another cir- 
eult of the stars, both passed away in 
hours so close together that the same 
January moon which bent its bow of 
promise for the one, filled its golden 
horns of plenty for the other. But, em- 
blematic of the varied fortunes which 
had followed them, even to the grave- 
side, one closed his eyes in eternal 
sleep beneath the fronded trophies of 
Floridian palms, while the other breath- 
ed his last amid snow and ice beneath 
the mountain cedars of his own state. 
In the years ~which have elapsed, Geor- 
gia upon her capitol grounds has lifted 
an equestrian statue to the younger of 
the twain; and she honors herself 
honoring the Chevalier Bayard of the 
confederacy, for he bore the talismanic 
namne of John B. Gordon. Aye, applaud! 
The hero of Appomattox deserves the 
bronze memorial. Let it catch the sun- 
beams till the dayspring is extinguished. 
But hear me when I say that lame- 
footed justice will Jimp in Georgia until 
another mounted figure is seen upon her 
capitol grounds, to commemorate the 
prowess of Lee's old war horse; the 
gallant commander of the first cotps 
of the Army of Northern Virginia, James 
Longstreet.”’ ™ 

Upon the ground that nearly fifty 
years had elapsed since the surrender of 
Appomattox, the speaker urged that the 
time had come for prejudice to be put 
aside, and for full justice to be rendered 
to the meinory of the great soldier. He 
identified himself with his audience in 
thuught and feeiing and tradition, stat- 
ing that he was Lorr.in Georgia, that 
his people for more tuan one hundred 


he had known no other home, that 


| jis sympathies had ever been with those

who, in the days of reconstruction, hurl- , 
ed the indignant protest of the Anglo- 
Saxon; that he had always espoused the 
democratic doctriQes, even as his father

the numerical order of his corps, and 
in the date of his commission as_ jieu- 
tenant general. “If there was hard fight- 
ing to be done,” said Mr. Knght. “it 
fell to the tot of Longstreet’s corps, 
and. whether along the banks of the 
Rappahannock or in‘the tangtes of the 
Wilderness or on the red ramparts of 
Gettysburg, the fame of the old war 
horse was the nightmare of the north- 
ern bivouac, and the federal soldier 
trembled when Longstreet’s na&Me was 
told.’’ 

In meeting the charge that Longstreet 
was slow. Mr. Knight declared that he 
nevertheless possessed the peculiar 
knack of arriving on time and in this 
connection he g¢ited Second Manassas 
and Chickamauga. The descriptions 
whch he gave in each case of the time- 
ly arrival of Longstreet upon the scene 
of action evoked the most intense en- 
thusiasm. 

To cap the climax, he declared that, 
at the close of the civil war, Longstreet 
was the most widely known if not the 
most truly beloved of all the palladins 
of Lee. Said Mr.-Knight: “In what- 
ever corps of the army it was the lot 
of the confederate soldier to serve, he 
revelled in the story of Longstreets 
prowess, he thrilled at the mention of 
Longstreet's name. The trusted lieu- 
tenant of the great commander-in-chief. 
it was Longstreet who shared the most 
intimate councils and executed the 
most. difficult orders of Lee, never once 
to be censured by the stainless captain 
whom he served. If there was an ofmi- 
eer of troop in all the army who was 
idolized by the southern soldier and 
dreaded by the northern foeman, from 
tthe palms of Mexico to the snows of 
Canada, it was the intrepid commander 
of the gallant first corps of the army 
of northern Virginia.” (Applause.) 

After the War. 


Mr. Knight next proceeded to sketch 
the pathetic picture which the old 
soldier presented jn the days of recon- 
struction. He showed how he sacri- 
ficed income, position, appiause upon 
the altar of his convictions; how old 
war comrades passed him upon the 
streets unnoticed; how fellow church 
members forgot the sweet charities of 
the Christian rejgion in giving him the 
cold shoulder; how he endured the or- 
deal, and all because of the unweicome 
advice which he gave the southern 
people in the summer of |1867, when he 
told them to accept tne situation. 

He argued that tne position which 
General Longstreet took was identi- 
cally the position which Governor 
Brown took, which Mr. Stephens took 
without leaving the democratic party 
ang which General Lee himself advo- 
cated. In this connection he quoted 
from the famous Lee letter which Gov- 
ernor Brown disclosed for the first time 
to the public on the eve of his election 
to the United States senate. He stated 
that’ General Longstreet reasoned from 
the standpoint of an old soldier; that 
he was not a diplomat or a politician, 
and that he felt obligated by the terms 
of his Appomattox parole to support 
the laws of congress. 

The speaker said that rt was one of 
the favorite figures of the critics. of 
Genera! Longstreet to compare him to 
the forgetful Theseus who deserted the 
Sleeping Ariadne. “But the true pic- 
ture of Longstreet,” he said, “is not the 
picture of the forgetful Theseus. If 
you want the true picture of Long- 
street vou must turn the pages of the 
Bard of Avon until you come to the 
story of the old Lear, who, after de- 
vising an empire to his children, was 
turned adrift into the tempest by his. 
own flesh and blood to find no shelier 
on the barren moor.’” 

To combat the prejudice which was 
felt against Longstreet for remaining 
in the republican party and for accept- 
ing political office, Mr. Knight showed 
that it was not until two years after 
he had taken his bold stand upon the 
issues of reconstruction that he ac- 
cepted official appointment, tnat the of- 
fer came to him unsought, when he 
was in comparative want and destitu- 
tion, and that he was actuated by no 
thought of mercenary gain. Said Mr. 
Knight: “The refusal to accord him 
the utmost sincerity of his convictions 
is both ungenerous and unjust; and, 
however pronounced may be the vere 
dict of condemnation due to the sur- 
viving passions of the hour, there is at 
least one humble private citizen among 
the democrats of Dixie who has the 
faith to believe that the gold has never 
been coined in the mint and the office 
never created by the government which 
could bribe the old war horse of Lee, 
who. under the smoke of the shrieking 
shells, illustrated the dauntless spirit 
of the south and belted the fame of 
confederate valor around the world.” 
(Applause). 

The Gettysburg Charge. 


At some length Mr. Knight discussed 
the Gettysburg charge, stating that it 
was not until 1873 that any effort was 
made to fasten upon Longstreet the 
loss of the most decisive battle of the 
elvil war. He said that it would be 
useless to search through all the offi- 
cial doéuments for any evidence of the 
order which General Longstreet is said 
to have violated and thar, after the in- 
fraction of. discipline is alleged to have 
occurred, on the morning of July 2, 
General Lee again, on the morning of 
July 3. even took men from another 
corps and put Longstreet in command 
of half the army of northern Virginia. 
He also pointed out the fact that, down 
to the close of the war, Longstreet con- 
tinued to be Lee's trusted lieutenant 
and that nothing was heard of the 
charge until Lee himself was dead and 
Longstreet was under the political 
ban. 

Mr. Knight portrayed the attitude of 
dignified silence which General Long- 
street assumed toward his critics: and 
in this connection he compared him to 
the old pyramid of Ghizeh. 

He spoke of the intense love which 
General Longstreet always felt for the 
southern people and of the patience 
which he displayed under the bitter 
voke, believing that the time would 
come at last when the ice would melt 
and when the rectitude of his conduct 
would be apparent to all. He said that 
no higher proof of the fixed principles 
which governed the old soldier could 
possibly be found than his stern re- 
fusal to accept office from the Louisi- 
ana State Lottery in the early eighties. 
But the old war horse died unforgiven, 
and perhaps the most impressive fea- 
ture of the lecture was the picture 
which the speaker drew of the pale 
invalid who, in the solemn hour of 
death, was still waiting for the long 
anticipated day to come. 

When the Tide Began ot Turn. 


Rut Mr. Knight declared that the tide 
really began to turn in 1882, when the 
monument was unveiled to Ben Hill; 
and he sketched the scene in which the 
old war horse then participated, and 
described the enthusiasm which rent 
the air, when General Longstreet, his 
sword dangling at h®*s side and his 
stars blazing around his neck, stepped 
upon the platform, all aglow with the 
splendid look of the old days, to_be 
locked in the outstretched arms of Jef- 
ferson Davis.” 

“From that proud eay in Georgia,” 
said he. “T\have never ence doubted 
that the monument to Longstreet 
would be lifted.”

J. M. DANIEL REPLIES 
TO PROF. T. J. eae 


Dditor Constitution: In your issue of 
Tuesday, Professor T. J. Woofter has a 
reply to some communications to The 
Conetitution from me on the McMichael 
feducational bill. He charges me with 
an attempt to discredit the Georgia 
Teachers’ Association, and he remarks 
that “if Mr. J. M. Daniel, teacher at 
Morrow Station, has ever attended a4 
meeting of this representative body of 
his profession, I do not know it.” I 
have taught school within the imme- 
diate vicinity of my home for more than 
ten years, and I have always been @ 
“country school teacher,” one of the 
host in Georgia who are to have no 
voice upon the new state board of edu- 
cation. It. is true that I have not at- 
tended a meeting of the Georgia Teach- 
ers’ Association in several years, and 
in this I have had the company of 
many of the country school teachers of 
the state. The country schoo! teachers 
have very little chance in the Georgia 
Teachers’ Association. They long ago 
knew themselves to be out of place 
therein, largely because they did not 
wish to be dominated by school book pub- 
lishing interests. By no word or act of 
mine, or any other country. school 
teacher, has the Georgia Teachers’ As- 
sociation been discredited; if it has 
been discredited, it has done the work 
itself by keeping on its chief adminis- 
trative board a representative, or repre- 
sentatives, of school book companies, 
causing the country school teachers to 
look with suspicion upon whatever 
measures the association sends to the 
legislature for enactment into law. Yes, 
I am a “country school teacher,” an in- 
dependent country school teacher, and 
I am proud of it; and I am content [fo 
leave it to my lifelong neighbors and 
patrons as to whether or not I am ac- 
tuated by improper motives in my oppo- 
sition to the McMichael bill. 

But, let’s examine Professor Woof- 
ter’s communication somewhat in de- 
tail. His first paragraph simply begs 
the question and needs no comment. His 
second paragraph is disingenuous; be- 
cause, without close inspection, it 
might déceive the reader. I have point- 
ed out. in a former communication, that 
the McMichael bill repeals the present 
text-book uniformity law, and puts the 
adoption of books unrestrictedly in the 
hands of a board not directly responsi- 
ble to the people. That’s just what it does 
do. Professor Woofter’s second para- 
graph says: “The bill does not repeal 
or abolish state uniformity of books.” 
Oh. no! It certainly does not. But it 
does repeal the present .uniformity law, 
which directs in detail just how books 
must be adopted. There’s no use for 
anybody to dodge the issue; the Mc- 
Michael bill does an unnecessary and 
dangerous thing when it repeals the 
present -uniformity law, and gives a 
board mainly composed of college pro- 
fessors and city school superintendents 
unlimited power to adopt for our 
schools as many schools books as it 
pleases, whenever it pleases, by a two- 
thirds vote. 

There may not be 12,000 teachers in 
Georgia. but it has often been publicly 
asserted that there are that many; but,

T am in- 
formed by a commissioner who was 
present that Commissioner Lanfer, of 
Jenkins county, objected. most seriously 
to the McMichael bill because it gave 
absolutely no renresentation to the 
“eountry counties.” or country schools, 
on the new state board; that there 
was a colloquy, participated in by Mr. 
Lanier. Mr. MieMichael and Governor 
Smith. over the point: and that the 
only ¢atisfaction Commissioner Lanier 
got was Governor Smith’s assurance 
that, if were governor when the 
hil! became a law. he would appoint 
on the board three county schoo! com - 
missioners. But. the McMichael bill 
itself nowhere. has a word of assur- 
ance that the “country counties’ wil! 
be represented on the new board! I 
savy again why not let the people 
elect all the members of the board. 
and let the majority of members be 
from the country schools. if the Mc- 
Michael bill is to become a law at a'l? 
Or. if the new board is to haVe as a 
majority of its nee college profes- 
sors and city school superiintendents, 
why not let some member of the legis- 
lature from a “country county” get a 
hill passed to make all the city, or 
local. school systems come under the 
eontrol of the new. board and the state 
school commissioner? The able and 
mrilliant gentleman who now ‘holds 
the. office of state school commission- 
er is on record as advocating just this 
very thing. Now is a fine chance for 
scme justice-loving “country member” 
of the legislature to bring under the 
general public school law all the city. 
or local. school] systems that have so 
multiplied within the past few years. 
Professor Woofter says that the Me- 
Michael bill does not rob the coun‘y 
hoards of great powers. Well. what 
powers does it leave to them? The bill 
takes away from them power to exam- 
ine and license county school commis- 
sioners and teachers. to conduct teach- 
ers’ inatitutes, to adopt text-books. 
and pretty nearly everything else of 
real importance. Section 5 actually 
invests the new board with power ti. 
annul anv certificate of a county 
school cemmissioner or teacher, 
whether county certificiate or profes- 
sional certificate. Think of it! The 
new board would have the right to de- 
capitate any county school commis- 
or any school teacher—and for 
what cause? Not for “incompetency, 
immorality, cruelty to pupils, or neg- 
lect of his duties,” as now prescribed 
by law; but-for.merely violating any 
“rule or regulation’ that might be pro- 
mulgated by the new board! And all 
this could be done without Tight of ap- 
peal from the board! Read the Dill, 
gentlemen of the legislature, and see if 
ft am not right! And who is to pay 
the conductors of examinations the 
McMichael bill makes it the business 
of the new state board to appoint” 
Inder the present laws, the examina- 
tion of county schoo! commissioners 
and teachers is the business of coun- 
tv boards of education and county 
school commissioners; and they do th» 
work without extra compensation. if 
the McMichael bill becomes a law, the 
new state board of education coui4d 
soon easily have an army of “‘conduc- 
tors.” and other employees, drawing 
fat .salaries: for tnere is not a word 
in the McMichael bill limiting the 
wages that may be paid these “con- 
ductors'’ and other employees! 

I am as much in favor of wise edu- 
cational reforms as Professor Woofter 
is: but the McMichael bill is too loose- 
ly constructed to bring about educa- 
tional reforms without grave danger 
of at the same time bringing about ex- 
pensive and dangerous abuses. I am 
that oft-scoffed at thing a 
school teacher; but, because I am one 
IT am in close touch with the people 
who pay the Dills, and I know that 
they don’t want the McMichael bill 
any more than they want a change 2f 
school books this year. Call for a 
vote of the people who pay the bills 
and everybody will quickly see that i 
do not” misrepresent them.
